Gho photograph should 4 
be of passport sizo, not larger then 2 inches by 2 inches. Tho photos 
of the locsl residents takn through tho errangomont of the JACL will 
be ready by the registration timc. Failure to comply with the new ro- 
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gulations, may bo punished by sovoro penaltics; including possible 
internment of the enemy élicn for the Guretion. of war.

Thes« 
are Suggcated topics: (a) How you acquired your present forcign 
citizonship status (by ‘birth, naturciigation, decree, ctc.); (b) brict 
history of your citizenship, whethor you Lost it by cxpatriation or 
dccrce ; (co): whother you loft your country of origin beecuse v0f racial, 
roligious, or, political, persceeution or restrictions and, "id s0, when 
and under what circemstencus; (ad) nemes 2nd idércsscs of not more 
than two persons, now lifteng in the Unitod Svatcs, who knew you in 
your country of orisia or who knony you Bere andi will vcouen for your 
loyalty. If you pivo any such names, hovever, you must accompany 
hem with a written statement, undcr ozth, substantially as follows; 
“I have neither given anything of velue nor obligetcd myself in any 
manner whatsoever to obtain pormission to use the above nemes, "this 

must bo so stated snd must ko the fact. If any one attcmpts to in- 
flagece you in eny manner with respoct to tho use of his name os @ 
vořoronce, it should be ropurted to the idcntificetion official.
